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ITAIN HAS BECOME)|~ 
A HEALTHIER NATION 


When the first batches of niittieimcic, 
recently presented themselves for 
military service under the new com- 
pulsory scheme, the authorities were 
pleasantly surprised at the remarkably 
high standard of physical fitness of 
the men. ; 

The reports of the medical officers 
were the same; whether they were 
examining young men from the rjch 
or the poorer classes there were re- 
markably few instances of poor 
physique. 

This is a considerable improvement 
on the condition of affairs in Britain 
a generation ‘ago. On the outbreak 
of the Great War in 1914 the phy- 
sical condition. of many men from 
the industrial areas was poor. - 

Generations of labour under, the 
factory conditions prevailing. during 
the last century had lowered the 
vitality of the industrial masses. Many 


-.... sdcial services had been established 


to remedy the evil, but the strain of 
war showed that considerably more 
must be done than had ever been 
contemplated by the Governments of 
a previous generation. 

Profound changes were soon made, 
and the excellent results are now to 
be seen in every school and on every 
playing field and recreation ground in 


‘the country. A more vigorous, 


healthy and vital nation is now reach- 
ing manhood and womanhood in Great 
Britain. 

One of the most important steps 
taken to improve the health and 
physical condition of the people is the 
child -welfare service. It consists of 
various sections, many of them being 
voluntary associations, while others 


are run by local authorities. Through- 


out the country -there are centres 
where expectant mothers can obtain 


‘ medical advice and assistunce, and 


whose children are brought for exam- 
ination and expert attention. Health 
visitors also attend mothers and ex- 
pectant mothers in their own homes. 
The results are summed up on the 
mortality rates of young children. In 
England and Wales in 1901 there were 
151 deaths per 1,000 births in the first 
year of life. By 1938 the correspond- 
ing figure had been reduced to 53. 
During only the past four years the 
maternal mortality rate has been re- 
duced by 35 per cent. Now a nation- 
wide midwifery service has been 


. Organised on a salaried full-time 


basis, and still better results” are 
expected. 


CARE OF SCHOOL CHILDREN 


Compulsory education begins in 
Britain for children at fivé years of 
age, and between the ages of five and 
fourteen the great majority of them 
come under the’ care of the School 
Medical Service. In the public Hle- 
mentary Schools the School Medical 
Service annually examines - about 


one-third of the children 
in. attendance. 
admitted to the schools, those 
of eight and those of twelve years, of 
age, are regularly. éxamined for the 
discovery of minor ailments, definite 
diseases of any kind, and physical or 
mental defects. 


Should any defect be found, the 
child’s parents are informed and the 
school nurse or a voluntary worker 
watches over the case to help ensure 
that proper treatment is obtained. If 
the parents are not in a position to 
obtain adequate treatment, provision 
is made by the public authorities for 
treatment in a school clinic or hospital. 


Extra nourishment, and above all 
milk, is provided for expectant and 
nursing mothers as part of the gen- 
eral service for maternity and child 
welfare, Milk and other. foods are 
provided for school childern, either 
free of cost or at a reduced price; 
Wdearly 9,000,000 gallons of dried or 
liquid milk were supplied in 1938. For 


the children whose parents can afford - 
to pay for it, the milk supplied in’ 


school costs less than half the normal 
price, while children of neccssitous 
parents receive the milk free. 

Special schools or classes are pro- 


vided for children who are found to_ 


be blind, deaf, mentally defective and 
so on. These’ schools or classes are 
somatimes provided by the authorities, 
and sometimes by voluntary bodies 
with financial support from the nv-tion- 
al exchequer or from local funds. The 
parents of children suffering from 
certain special defects are compelled 
to send the children to school for the 
whole period between the age of seven 
and sixteén. - 


In cases of moral delinquency, or | 


where children under the age of seven- 
teen need such care’ or protection as 
their parents or relatives cannot pro- 


vide, the children are brought before |. 


a juvenile court, which may consider 
it advisable to commit them: to the 
care of the local authority. The chil- 
dren are then generally boarded out 
with foster parents, the local authority 
having the same rights and powers 
over them, and the same Mabilities in 
respect of them, as if they were the 
childrens’ parents. 

The physical, mental, and moral 
welfare of British children is thus 
provided for, with the result that a 
healthier, more vigorous, ‘alert and 
self-reliant nation is now growing up.

THE VANISHING OF 


AMBASSADOR BATHURST | 


Ay VINCENT TOWNE 
Benjamin Bathurst, was the son of 
Lord Bishop Bathurst of Norwich. 

At an early age he entered the Bri- 
tish diplomatic service. Early in 1809 
- he was sent on a encret embassy to the 

court of Emperor Francis of Austria, 
whose empire was then upon the verge 
of a véry delicate crisis forced upon 
it by the ambitions of Napoleon. Eng- 
‘land at the time was urging Austria 
to declare war against the French 
Emperor, but the Cabinet at Vienna 
was as yet undecided whether to enter 
again into the perils which it had en- 
dured in the Napoleonic Wars. 

Affairs were at this tension when 
Benjamin Bathurst hurried to Vienna 
as Ambassador Extraordinary of the 
British King. Encouraged by the 
message brought by the young Ambas~ 
sador, Austria sent its troops across 
the frontier and Napoleon was known 
to be greatly exasperated. Bathurst, 
while remaining in Vienna, let it be 
Koch, travelling merchant.” He carried 
wrath. 

“While he still waited at the Austrian 
capital, there occurred on July 6 the 
famous battle of. Wagram, culminating 
in terms of peace highly favourable to 
Bonavarte.: His mission now at an 
end, Bathurst started back to London. 
Hesitating which road: to take, he 
selected that through Trieste, Malta 
‘and Berlin.’ When he started out he 
had with him his private secretary 

and valet, and the better to outwit 
French spies, masqueraded as “Herr 
Koch, traveling merchant.” He carried 


with him pistols, both upon his per-. 


son and in the back of his carriage. 
‘About noon, Nov. 25; 1809, the re- 
turning Ambassador arrived at Perl- 
berg, about 13 miles beyond Berlin on 
the road to Hamburg, and here he 
“alighted at the White Swan Inn ‘for 
refreshment. A woman who saw him 
eating at the inn noticed that he shi- 
vered as though stricken with a chill 
and that his hand trembled . while he 
raised his cup of tea to his lips. He 
wore a puir. of gray trousers, a pray- 
frogged short coat. and a handsome 
sable greatcoat lined with violet velvet. 
In his scarf was a valuable diamond 


pin. 

Finishing his meal he crossed to the 
market place, told the commandant of 
the town that he was a traveller on his 
way to Hamburg and requested that 
he might be given a guard in the inn 
while'he remained there. 

Laughing at his fears, the comman~ 
dant alowed him two soldiers and

noted that he was greatly agitated with 
fear. Returning to the Swan, Bathurst 
countermanded previous orders given 
for fresh horses, explaining that he 
would not proceed on his journey until 
after nightfall, as it would be safer 
to travel while hidden by darkness. 


So at 8 o’clock he dismissed his 
guard: and ordered his horses to be 
ready at 9. After the carnlage had 
driven up, he stood watching a servant. 
place his portmanteau in the vehicle. 
Then he stepped around ‘to the heads 
ef the horses and. dissolved into the 
night. 

When Bathurst thus vanished, the 
hostler and position were adjusting 
the harness by the dim Jight of a horn 
Jantern and the Ambassador's secretary 
was standing in the doorway of the inn 
paying the account to the landlord. 
Not until the landlord and secretary 
had advanced to the carriage and while 
the valet stood at the door of the 
vehicle was it discovered that the Am- 
bassador was missing. Shivering with 
the cold, they waited and sent back 
to the room which Bathurst had ac- 
cupied. Then they. called, but there 
was no onswer. Without a word of 
bomen a cry of alarm or a-sound of 

geile, the diplomat had entered the 
blade realm of mystery.

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FRENCH MAKE IMPORTANT 
ADVANCE NEAR SIERCK: 


MOV!

from Luxemburg.—-Reuter. 
“EXTREMELY FIERCE” 

. London, To-day. 

The French state that they were 
able to improve on their positions on 
Thursday night, in spite of strong 
Nazi resistance, During the last few 
days, the French have consolidated 
their lines north-east of Sierck. 

At a number of points, the 
French have advanced beyond the 
limits of thelr first gains. 

Reports from Paris state that the 
fighting on’ the Western front near 
Sierck has been extremely flerce since 
last Sunday's’ German counter-~offen- 
sive. . . 

M. Charles Maurice, military cor- 
respondent , of the “Petit Parisien” 
says that one attack actually pene- 
trated onto French soil, where a small 
area was occupied. At the time, the 
impression was that the Nazi com- 
mand had ordered this so that it could 
state that German soldiers were 
treading on French territory. 

They did not announce this, and 
they had good reason not to, for the 
French counter-attacked and -drove 
them from their posts. Since then, 
says “Petit Parisien,” not an inch of 
French soil has been touched by the 
foot of a German soldier. 


Reports from Amsterdam state. 
that the Nazis are preparing to 
evacuate Aachen (Alx-fa-Chap- 
pelle), from which women over: 
60 and Invalids have already been 
removed. Those remaining have 
been Instructed to make inven- 
torles of thelr furniture and 
belongings.
